Anti-Reds 
Shout On 
MOSCOW (AP) -Demonstrators 
marching six or more abreast 
paraded in front of the Red 
Chinese Embassy today for 31/2 
hours waving banners and shou- 
ting anti -Maoist slogans. 
For the second day in a row 
more than 50,000 Soviet citizens 
denounced the Chinese for the 
deaths of 31 Russian soldiers in 
a battle Sunday on the Soviet- 
Chinese border in the Far East. 


Hundreds of police and Soviet 
troops were posted in front of 
the Embassy and along the dem- 
onstration route to maintain 
order and prevent a repetition of 
Friday's hail of stones and ink 
bottles that smashed 104 win- 
dows and splotched the walls of 
the Embassy's residence hall.

wracking scores of the nation's 
campuses over demands by mil­ 
itant young blacks for separate 
courses and faculties. 
In effect, it sets limits on how 
far the demands of black pride 
can be carried into the realm oí 


black 
separatism, but Mrs. 
Martin emphasized that no offi­ 
cial could use the memorandum 
to "try to torpedo" black stud­ 
ies programs. 
"We are not against black 
studies or other programs, ex­ 
cept to the extend they exclude 
persons on the basis oí race," 
said Solomon Arbeiter, coordi­ 
nator for higher education in 
HEW's civil rights office. 
"This is a ploy," said Nathan 
Hare, a Negro faculty member 
prominent in the turbulent prtto 
tests at San Francisco State. 
"Now they're holdmgout assim­ 
ilation to us as colonialists al­ 
ways do. Of course, they really 
don't give it to us." 


The memorandum, written by 
Mrs. Martin—a Democrat-ap- 
pointee who declined reappoint­ 
ment by 
President Nixon— 
warns college officials that they 
risk loss oí federal funds if they 
sanction housing, social activi­ 
ties or academic courses that 
exclude any race. 
Caught in the middle oí the 
federal action is Antioch Col­ 
lege, 
an experiment-oriented 
liberal arts center 
in Ohio 
Antioch faces the loss of $1.5 
million in federal aid because 
no whites are enrolled in its 
black studies program, started 
lxst October. The school also 
has an all-black dormitory. 
Negro students at Antioch 


said it would be "a cruel joke" 
if the 1964 Civil Rights Act were 
used to destroy their program, 
which began with the support at 
white students and Antioch's 
faculty. 
Negro students have been de­ 
manding their own programs 
and facilities for the past two 
academic years, and have turito 
ed with increasing frequency 
to protest demonstrations when 
their demands were refused. 
Nonetheless, said HEW’, so far 
as it knows Antioch is the only 
college with a black studies pro­ 
gram that excludes whites. The

The chairman of the Tehama 
County 
ASC committee this 


week relayed to farmers a 
statement 
from the new as- 


sistant secretary of agriculture 
concerning 1969 farm commod- 
ity programs. 
In the message, assistant sec- 
retary Clarence D. Palmby said 
a good signup in wheat and feed 
grains is desirable. "Enough 
grain acreage should be held out 
of 
production to accomplish 


some pulldown in stocks and 
thus strengthen farm prices," 
Palmby declared. 
County ASC Chairman George 


Stutz said that signup in the two 
programs will be held simulta- 
neously irom Feb. 3 through 
March 21. During this period 
producers who plan to parti- 
cipate in either of these two 
commodity programs should 
come to the county ASC's of- 
fice to make their intentions 


known. 


Palmby, whose duties include 
supervision of both commo- 
dity programs and internation- 
al affairs, sent the statement 
to State and County ASC com- 
mitteernan throughout the na- 
tion. 


He said the change in adminis- 
tration "does not alter the basic 
problem of agriculture . . . the 
capacity to overproduce." "The 
Congress," he said, "has laid 


down basic farm policy for this 
year by authorizing the commo- 
dity diversion programs to cope 
•with 
overproduction 
prob- 


lems." 
"Regardless of future agricul- 


ture policy," Palmby told the 
ASC comnutteemen, "our job 
for now is to do the best we 
can in running these programs 
to keep supplies from getting 
out of hand and to improve 
farm income." 


"To successfully operate the 


programs, producers must be 
able to make Intelligent de- 
cisions on participation. We 
must continue to do a good job 
of explaining the provisions to 
producers and see to it that 
each and every one has an op - 
portunity to participate." 


Palmby indicated that "some- 


what more" feed grain acre- 
age should be diverted from 
production hood at a level to 


permit a reduction of 3 to5 mil- 
lion tons in feed grain stocks," 
he said. 
"Wheat stocks also need to 
be reduced and producers this 
year for the first time since 
1966 have an opportunity to earn 
diversion payments. To reduce 
the wheat carryover by 100 
million bushels," Palmby said, 
"acreage should be about 5 per 
cent less tlian the 1969 allot- 
ment."

Programs Changed 
For President’s Talk

NEW YORK (AP) — Presi. 
dent Richard M. Nixon's press 
conference format continues to 
work effectively for the Presi­ 
dent and helpfully for the televi­ 
sion audiences. 
The President in his Tuesday 
night report on his recent Euro­ 
pean tour stood as usual before 
a microphone on an unadorned 
platform and spoke directly to 
the reporters and cameras in 
front of him. The session lasted 
just under an hour. 
To make room for the press 
conference, ABC preempted the 
one-hour “ It Takes a Thief" and 
slipped in the half-hour-long 
"N.Y.P.D.," at 8:30 EST. CBS 
skipped 
“ The Red Skelton 
show" in favor of the shorter 
"Doris Day Show" usually seen 
an hour later of its two-hour 
Earlier, Jacques Yves Cous­ 
teau and his intrepid divers took 
viewers undersea on a very 
modern 
treasure hunt. 
The 
hour-long ABC program was 
one of the most fascinating in 
the thoroughly delightful series. 
Cousteau and company locat­ 
ed the skeleton of an old sailing 
ship that long ago sank on a 
shallow coral reef off Puerto 


Rico. Since a Spanish galleon, a 
treasure ship, was known to 
have broken up and sunk in that 
vicinity, the crew of that float­ 
ing laboratory, the Calypso, 
turned gold-seekers. 
As usual, the undersea photo­ 
graphy was the most interesting 
part of the program, but this 
time there was, for added inter­ 
est, the sight of the equipment 
used by 20th century treasure 
hunters. 
The divers were aided by a 
powerful undersea v a c u u m 
cleaner that sucked up coral 
and other debris from the ocean 
floor and poured it into baskets. 
The crew turned up a cannon, 
cannon balls, metal plates, cups 
and other table ware they excit­ 
edly believed was rare Chinese 
porcelain. But no treasure. 
After days working on the cor­ 
al floor, they turned up a ship’s 
weight that bore a 1756 d ate- 
100 years after the Spanish gal­ 
leon went down. What the Ca­ 
lypso had found, it seemed, was 
a Dutch merchant ship which 
had been carrying a cargo of 
rum and crockery. 
The crew was disappointed, 
but it was a fine hour of televi­ 
sion.
